Street weddings are reasing to be a 
novelty in Paris, as another one came 
off Friday at noon. Mr. Wakeman 
Moore and Miss Lena Trent, bofh of 
Centerville, this county, drove to 
town in a buggy Friday and secured a 
marriage license and then turned the 
horse’s head up street in quest of 
some one to tie the knot. As they 
tnmed into Seventh street they spied 
Squire J. P. Howell standing on the 
street talking to some friends. They 
called him aside, produced their 
license,* and were married without 
getting out of the buggy. The ’Squire’s 
ceremony was short and sweet, and 
after congratulations of the crowd 
attracted by the rather unusual scene, 
the happy couple drove to their home. 
This is the second wedding of the 
kind in our city in past few months. 

Ex-Parisian Meets With Serious Ac- 
cident. 



The Sunday Courier- Journal gives 
the following account of an accident 
which came near being fatal to an ex- 
Parisian: 

“Harry D. Hutchcraft, check clerk 
of the Louisville Transfer Co., while 
driving on Fourth avenue, between 
Broadway and York streets, Saturday 
collided with a street car with serious 
results. I 

“Mr. Hutchcraft was in a buggy, in- j 
tending to call at the residence of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Lytle. In attempting 
to turn his vehicle from the east to the | 
west side of the street, about 50 feet j 
in front of the car, which was going 
south, his horse became frightened at 
the sound of the car-gong, and at- 
tempted to run. Before Mr. Hutch- 
craft could clear the track the car 
struck the buggy about midway, 
throwing it 8 or 10 feet into the air. 
Mr. Hutchcraft was thrown’ violently | 
into the street, and the buggyT which 
was smashed, was hurled over his 
prostrate body, partly on the pave- 
ment. The horse broke loose from 
the debris of the buggy. 

“Mr. Hutchcraft was carried, shock- 
ed and bleeding profusely about the 
face and head, into Mrs. Lytle’s 
house, where Drs. Ewing Marshall 
George W. Griffiths, L. H. Kerr and 
W. H. Coleman made an examina- 
tion. He was found to have sustain- 
ed a deep cut in the back of the scalp, 
a concusion of the head, and another 
on his left hip. His skull was not 
fractured, which the physicians con- 
sidered remarkable, considering the 
depth of the cut in his scalp. He was 
taken to Sts. Mary and Elizabeth 
Hospital.” 

Mr. Hutchcraft is a brother of Miss 
Anna Hutchcraft and Perry Hutch- 
craft, of this city, and has been em- 
ployed by the Louisville /l^ansfer . Co. . 
for about 15 years. A tfele^one' mes- 
sage from his nurse at the hospital to 
his sister, on yesterday, announced 
that he was getting along nicely and 
that his injuries were not considered 
fatal.

— The Maysville Bulletin says that | 
up to 1860 any field in the good land 
district of Mason county would grow 
hemp, considered the hardest crop to 
raise. Now likely there is scarcely a 
field in the county that will bring this 
crop, owing to the improvishment of 
the land by tobacco culture. 

— The combination Shorthorn sale 
at Kansas City under the manage- 
ment of W. C. McGavock, Springfield, 
111., held last week, resulted in the 
disposal of ten bulls for $1,745, an 
average of $114.50; 8 females for $1,785, 

an avarage of $90.17, and 28 head for 

a general average of $104.71. The top 
price was $235 for a nine-months-old 
pure Scotch bull. The sale was large- 
ly attended and cattle as a rule 
orought what they were worth. 

— The loss of farm animals for . the 
year ending ^March 31st, 1905, 

was greater than during the preced- 
ing year. The figures given by the 
Bureau of Statistics show cattle losses 
to be the heaviest. The total loss of 
cattle from all causes was 2,687,027. 
The estimated loss of horses by di- 
sease was 306,651, while that of swine 
was 2,401,796. The total loss of sheep 
was 2,498,767. Of the total number 
of cattle lost nearly one-third were 
from Texas. Iowa lost the largest 
number of hogs and Montana was the j 
greatest loser of sheep. j 

— Luther Hamilton bought of Harry 
and Hub Schrivener a lot of hay-fed 
hogs, average about 120 pounds, at five 
cents. The Schrivener brothers were 
the first to experiment with hay as a 
food for hogs. By mixing in a few 
ears of com with a bunch or two of 
hay a combination, or hash, is made, 
— which the hogs enjoy and fatten upon. 
hm Owing to the practice of this method 
the hogs sold to Mr. Hamilton were 
brought into marketable condition in 
a shorter time and at less expense, 
than the old system of feeding com 
straight would have required. The 
important discovery for which the 
public’ is solely indebted to the Messrs. 
Scrivener, is destined to work a great 
revolution in the hog industry. — Win- 
chester Democrat.

But Sully is on his feet 
again, asserting his former supremacy 
in regard to the Southern stable, and 
if Gates should meet with a serious 
reverse he is a man of such resources 
as to make similar recuperation quite 
as certain. It may be that from hav- 
ing, been a bull he has become a bear, 
and will win instead of lose. There 
is one feature about these downward 
turns in the market. They generally 
occur just when the farmer, under the 
stimulus of artificial prices, has a full 
crop in the ground and is then con- 
fronted with the prospect of corre- 
spondingly low' figures. The rise 
rarely takes place until after the crop 
is parted with, when the price is 
again located by the speculators.

The main body of the 
insects will not arrive here before 
next year.

Hence, knowing ones 
say that the close of the Japanese- 
Russian war is at hand. The war 
superstition arises from the fact that 
on the transparent winds of the locust
